DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1,21, 42, 43, 48, 50 when considered as a whole, 
are allowable over the prior art of record. Specifically, prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest the combination of means, arranged and interacted to 
perform the step of generating an image comprised of one or more special 
windows on a display. 

The reference does not teach or suggest a window manager to embed 
special window information in a video signal wherein said video signal 
characterizes said image to be generated on said display and said display and 
said first and second color signal are used to display said special window 
information on said display wherein a window decoder to extract said special 
window information from said video signal to generate a display control signal 
wherein said display control signal enables special processing of portions of 
said video signal associated with said one or more special windows. 

With such limitations, the Examiner deems this application in condition 
for allowance over the prior art made of record.
